FCC OKAYS RETRANSMISSION OF THIRD-PARTY MESSAGES ON PACKET RADIO ABOVE 50 MHz 


Newington CT, March 14 -- Today the Federal Communications Commission (FCC) 
released a waiver of the rules to permit retransmission of third-party traffic via 
packet radio under certain conditions in response to a Petition for Extraordinary 
Relief filed by the American Radio Relay League (ARRL). 


The following is the text of the waiver: 


"(a) The provisions of Sections 97.80(b) and 97.114(b)(4) are waived to permit 
amateur stations, retransmitting digital packet radio communications (see Section 
97.69) on frequencies 50 MHz and above, using the AX.25 (or compatible) protocol, 
to be operated under automatic control while retransmitting third-party traffic. 
See section 97.3(v). 


"(b) This waiver applies only to the retransmission of third-party traffic 
originated at another amateur station which is under local control or remote 
control. See Section 97.3(m). 


"(c) When an amateur station is operated under automatic control, devices must be 
installed and procedures must be implemented which will ensure compliance with the 
rules when the control operator is not present at the control point of the amateur 
station. See Section 97.80(a). 


"(d) This waiver will remain in effect until the Commission takes final action on 
the petitions for reconsideration filed in PR Docket No. 85-105." 


The Waiver Order goes on to say: 


"Control operators of amateur stations capable of monitoring AX.25 packet 
transmissions must be alert to the increased dependency upon them for monitoring 
during the period of this waiver. We call upon them to immediately make known to 
the responsible control operator of a station retransmitting communications under 
automatic control any misuse of the station so that the control operator can take 
prompt corrective action." 


According to FCC officials, formal Commission action on the pending Petitions 
for Reconsideration is not scheduled until late summer.

There are a number of articles published by the specialized amateur magazines that may be of 
interest to the VHF amateur, The following short descriptions may show you what you're 
missing and you may want to consider a subscription to some of these publications.

RACKET? PACKET 


Have you been trying to chat or make a few points in the test on simplex around 145.0MHz 
and heard the world's weirdest noises? Fingernails on the blackboard? A dyseptic moose? 
A Bronx cheer contest? If you supposed it was a leaky cable TV system or some other 
occult intrusion into Amateur spectrum, well, it isn't. What it is, is packet radio. 
Each blatz is a packet of information, surrounded by all sorts of organizational voodoo 
that permits error-free communicaticn. Although it sounds awful to human ears, your 
computer would find it ubsolutely ~usical. But one thing packet can't tolerate is splat- 
ter from nearby voice operators, PTTY will survive hits. Packet won't. It's perfection 
or zilch, Customerly in the northeast, vacket runs on 145.01, 145.03, 145.05, 145.07, 
and 145.09 MHz, FM simplex. The VES contest rules don't advise staying clear of that 
area, unfortunately, go some interference situations have arisen without any malice on 
anyone's part. The ARRL Board of Directors has sent the question of recommended opera- 
ting frequencies for VHF and HF packet to committees (see Minute 45 in March QST, page 
63). Until a revision of the band plan is published, however, we'll have to depend on 
courtesy. Development in Amateur Radioysometimes means that we are obliged to change our 
operating habits. In any case, we're trying to keep the process friendly.

FCC Reserves Marine VHE 
Chammnmel TO For Automation 
from BOAT/U.S. Reports 


Boaters cruising the radio airwaves have one less marine VHF 
frequency to call on as the Federal Coaaunications Comaission 
recently ligited Channel 70 to automated calling only. A new 
ee technology called Digital Selective Calling will allow 
the equivalent of “direct dialing” on Channel 70 where a coded signal 
Will be received and automatically switched to another channel for 
the message. Because of the cost of this equipment it is likely to 
be used asostly by coamercial ships. Recreational boaters may still - 
use channels 9, 68, 69, 71, 72, and 78 as working channels. (Channel 
72 1° a ship- to- ship only and Channel 9 15 Shared with commercial 
vessels.
